RHAPSODY AND BLUES - DECEMBER 1988 



Issue 38 of 5coofer/V7^magazine featured what myself and many others considerone of thefinestcustom scooters ofthe 1980s: Rhapsodyand Blues. 

A Lambretta Li Series 2 was not, and still isn’t the usual canvas for such a project, but it was the chosen steed ofthe late engraver, Pete Robinson. He debuted the scooter 
in 1987 as a showcase for his then new engraving business. Overtime more work was added, as well as gold plating to the chromework and also one-off custom pieces 
such as the rear brake pedal, rearfloor runner hangers and horncast badge, another skill Pete would become known for. 

The name was inspired by Rhapsody in Blue, a 1924 musical composition byAmerican composer George Gershwin which combines elements of classical music with jazz. 
Pete’s engraving celebrates the music, complemented perfectly by artwork from Ken Rothery of Ken’s Customs that depicts musical score as well as legends Louis 
Armstrong, Fats Waller, Glenn Millerand Billie Holiday. 

Unfortunately, a careless car driver with an inability to avoid crashing into scooterists knocked Pete off Rhapsody afterthe Weston-super-Mare Rally in 1988, writing this 
scooter off. Pete however began building Rhapsodyand Blues Reprise based around a Lambretta Grand Prix model, using a few parts salvaged from the Series 2.

Hallelujah! For anyone who was 
getting a little fed up with all the 
latest scooter developments 
being revvy kits for smallframe 
Vespas or Lambrettas, let us 
offer a little light relief. 

Matteofrom Italian mail 
order firm Due Percentowas 
good enough to send us photos 
of Quattrini’s latest kit for the 
Vespa 200 engine, and it looks 
like a real doozy. The M232 is a 
new Nikasil-lined alloy kit 
designed to bolt straight to 
original PX200 (or Rally) 

_ casings with little 
modification. 

It seems 
that the 



primary thought behind this has 
been to create a stump-pulling 
super-tourerthat will work well 
even with the standard 24mm 
carb and a high performance 
box exhaust like the SIP Road 2 
orMBGM Big Box, whilestill 
running a 57mm stroke crank. 

Those wondering how you get 
232cc from a 200 engine 
without changingthe stroke will 
be interested to find that this kit 
runs a massive 72mm diameter 
piston. If you tried to bore a 
stock cylinder to 72mm then 
the spigot (the tubular part that 
sits inside the casings) would be 
so thin that a good sneeze would 
snap it off. 

Quattrini’s answer has been 
to make a dedicated rotary- 
induction 
crankshaft with a 
126mm long con 
rod and to 
abandon the idea of 
a spigot all together. Instead the 
cylinder has small bore holes for

the cylinder 
studs and 
these 

centralise the 
barrel to the 


crankcase. 

Also included in the kit isa 
new type of radially-finned 
cylinder head designed to 
optimise cooling. 

DuePercento.com retails 
this kit for €540 with the 
dedicated crankshaft (98-57) 
costing €330. 

Hopefully we’ll have a test of 
thisenginesoon, but in the 
meantime check out the Italian 
video of it being ridden around 


Bologna on the Scooter ing 
website. Hold on to your seats!

LUIGI CASSOLA 

It is with sadness that we report the passing 
of former Innocenti engineer Ing. Luigi Cassola. 
Cassola began working in the Centro Studi at 
Innocenti in 1947 and remained with the 
company for 30 years, duringwhich time he 
was one of the main men behind the 
Lambretta scooter. 




Developing, 
testing and 
racingthe 
machines from 
his beginning at 
the company, 

Cassola was 
also involved 
with the record 
breaking 
scooters and 
also Innocenti’s 
involvement 
with sports motorcycling too. 

Back in 2008 {Scootering May edition, #263) 
Paolo Catani of RacingLambrettas.com 
arranged for us to conduct an interview with 
Cassola at which he revealed photographs of a 
dynotest machine used at Innocenti duringthe 
TV Series I’s development, as well as how 
exhausts were designed for the 201kph 
Lambretta and its true engine power. 

At the end of the interview, the then 88-year- 
old Cassola rode home on what he considered to 
be the best Lambretta Innocenti ever produced, 
a Model D 150. Asa man involved with all of the 
firm’s scooters from beginningtoend, he 
certainly knew.

RLC ‘Maxi Flusso’ Lambretta manifolds 


Rimini Lambretta Centre has 
developed a new manifold to 
suit any piston-ported barrel 
equipped with 25-30mm 
carburettors. The idea was (like 
the Ancillotti SS manifold of the 
60s) to make an over-sized 
version of the original manifold, 
allowing the carbtobe 
positioned horizontally and as 
close to the engine as possible 
in order to maximise clearance 
to the side panel. 

This perm its the use of 
unrestricted inlet rubbers like 
Tino’s Breathe Sweet filter 
conversion. Versions of the 
manifold are available to suit 
either the older clamp-on style 
of PHBH carb, or current rubber- 
mount types from various 
manufacturers. As standard the 
manifold suits 200cc cylinder 
inlet stud spacing, however 
there is also a marking for the 
125/1 50/1 75 stud drilling. 

The inside of the manifold 
will require grindingto match 
your chosen cylinder kit.

Scotty from Dario has come up 
with a clever solution to the 
problem of obtaining accurate 
temperature readings for those 
using the SIP speedo. 

SIP supplies several alloy 
rings for the temperature 
sensor that are designed to go 
under the spark plug, however 
the recessed design of the 
Lambretta head makes this 
impossible without 
modification to the fins. 
Scotty’s solution was to fit 






Plug, sensor, pipe and cap. 


the ring over the ceramic 
section of the spark plug after 
fitting, and to hold this in 
position with a cut section of 
fuel pipe slid over the plug 
before fitting the cap. 

This makes for much more 
accurate readings than the 
previous workaround of 
bolting the sensor to the 
cylinder cowling bolt, and 
reduces the chances of 
damaging the sensor each 
time you take a plug out.

Various Artists — swinging japan (Acid Jazz) 

This 14 track compilation album features Q 
some of Japan’s “finest Neo-Mod and ‘J-Mod’ 
bands,” accordingtothe press release, 
selected by Acid Jazz to no doubt educate us 
all further as to the wide world of good music. 

For this is that, a fineselection of tracks 
from the garage style: Sixby 6, the funky soul 
of Soul Mission’s Groovy Foundation, revivalist 
(and Jam-esq ue) Keep Running From /?ea//fy by Sandiest, and a 
rather splendid cover of BlowUpby Les Cappuccino. 

An eclectic collection if truth be told, but of the usual high 
quality you come to expect from Acid Jazz. Buy it and become 
enlightened further. Visit http://acidjazz.bigcartel.com 

Various Artists — Modernists: 

A Decade of Rhythm 8i Soul Dedication (Kent) 

This is one of those compilations you pick and 
know it can go one of two ways. This one goes the 
right way, offering that rare feature that should you 
be DJing a rally and need to spend a penny or go to 
the bar, the first half dozen of the 24 songs here at 
least will keep the dancefloor grooving along nicely in your absence. 

The Mod Jazz team of Ady Croasdell and Dean Rudland are 
behind this release which boasts some fine examples of high-calibre 
rhythm and soul, including Little Eva’s Dynam/Te which is a bit of 
a cracker. Jeb Stuart’s Sou i Jerk It, ^aby kicks things off in a 
boogaloo soul style, Robert Moore’s fast moving, brass laden cover of 
Harlem Shuffle a couple of tracks later confirms the concept here; 
upbeat dancers. 

Mel Williams’ Jet Setis a little more steady, but the name continues 
the theme, and even later Bugaloo Pete by Lester Young & The 
California Players keeps the pace hot. 

Inside there’s a 1 6 page booklet with track info and artist photos, all 
in all making another winner from Kent. 


Various Artists - satisfaction 

Guaranteed: Motown Guys 1 961 -69 (Kent) 

Interest in the Motown sound of 1 960s Detroit is 
at arguably a higher peak than it was back in the 
day. A 24 track collection of previously unissued 
recordings will undoubtedly have pulses racing 
among Motown afficionados everywhere. 

A companion CD album to Finders Keepers: Motown Girls 1 961-67, 
Satisfaction Guaranteed shines the spotlight on the Motown men. A few 
alternative and different interpretations of Motown classics, such as 
He Who Picks A Rose (take i J by The Temptations and Together til' 
the End Of Time by Frank Wilson rub shoulders with unknown gems 
like Edwin Starr The Sound Of Love, The Spinners Hold On To Me and 
Jnr Walker My Girl Annie. 

Packed full of unissued gems, if Motown is your thing, it’s a 
must-have compilation. 

Boss Sound Manifesto -initPorThe 

Good Times EP (Black North Records) 

Here are one of those bands that I seem to have 
known about forever, but have never got round 
to tracking down until recently. Belfast based, 
they have a slightly more rocksteady (in the 
Bodysnatchers usage) approach, loping along 
nicely instead of flatoutstormers, although Full Moon Crazy Dog 
perhaps has more of The Selecter about it than the others, and there 
is more than a touch of soul down in the mix too. There’s a lot of 
emphasis on traditional sounds though, no rock and roll guitars 
ripping through this one. The keys have a nice ‘bubbling’ Hammond 
sound about them, the bass drops in just the right place, knowing 
when to hold off, and the warm horns soar above everything else. 

Fourtracks make upthe physical (vinyl only, availablefrom their 
Facebook page) EP release, but a further two are included with the 
download version which is available both from their Bandcamp.com 
page and from the usual suspects. 






Various Artists - 

Rock, Wreck & Rule (Cherry Red) 

A 40 track double CD compilation that will 
take you back to the sweating days of the 80s 
when thecrumblingClarendon Hotel in 
Hammersmith was THE place to be for 
Klubfoot night as far as any psychobilly 
worth their quiff was concerned. 

The collection spans psycho to rockin’ and beyond with the likes 
of Guana Batz, The Sharks, and Restless rubbing shoulders with 
King Kurt, Frantic Flintstones and LongTall Texans. The Meteors’ 
cover of The Stranglers’ Go Buddy GoW\ckstb\ngs off very nicely 
indeed. Holy Hack Jackby Demented Are Go following in their 
distinctive punk/psycho/necro style. 

The Highliners lighten the mood a little later with Inspector 
Clouseau, and the Coffin Nails Penetration is one I’d long forgotten. 
Among the restare Sugar Puff Demons, Batfinks, Go-Katz, Radium 
Cats, Stage Frite and many more; not all gems, some flawed 
diamonds, butall part of the story that is the great British 
psychobilly scene. 


Ed Rome- 


EDRME — 


Rome goes from strength to strength; his 
latest offering, a 14 track CD of early reggae 
and old-school ska (with a little soul) featuring 
a number of guests, leaving you wondering why 
he’s not a bigger name. 

Dennis Alcapone toasts us off with Tidy Up 
Version, followed by Freddie Notes on the more 70s influenced 
Don ’t Believe the Hype. Rhoda Dakar adds a lover’s rock feel perfectly 
to Feeling Undone, her vocals just as haunting on Feeling Dub 
straight after. 

Germany’s Dr Ring Ding plays trombone to Final Bow, jazz trumpeter 
Andy Casterton appears on El Gringo, former colleagues from The Big 
also feature, as does Specials’ vocalist Neville Staple and soul funk 
vocalist Clair Witcher. Thing is, none of these ‘guests’ sound as if 
they’ve been booked to add sales. 

Each and every track has been written perfectly for those performing 
on it, smoothly moving on to the next, the off beat carrying forward, your 
feet tapping, the groove continuing until suddenly its over and you 
press ‘repeat’ and enjoy it all over again.

So what were you doing 30 years ago this month then? It's a bloody long 
time ago when you think about it. Slightly scary too when you consider 
what else in the world has changed over three decades . . . 


I t’s a list I wouldn’t want to write; 
supersonic airliners have 
disappeared, as have Lambretta 
factories. Super-charged scooters 
appeared briefly then quietly 
disappeared, production of geared Vespas 
stopped and then started again. 

Scooters sold like hot cakes through 
another boom in riding, although sadly 
sales aren’t so good these days. And who 
would have thought that one of Piaggio’s 
biggest products today would be a three- 
wheeled scooter with automatic 
transmission and a four-stroke engine? 

Equally, I’m sure few would have imagined 
back in 1985 that ScooteringyNou\6 continue 
for such a time, let alone with such an 
enthusiastic bunch of readers, many of whom 
have been with ussincethe beginning. 

There have of course been many changes 
over the years, but somehow scooterists 
seem to keep in touch.

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VESPA & LAMBRETTA CRANK PINS 


Jahspeed Scooters has a new range of 
crank pins available which it has 
developed over the years for the 
cranks it produces in-house. 

With high powered engines in 
mind, Jahspeed realised that a weak 
link in the crank was the pin where 
the chamfered ends required for 
fitting were then not as tight as the 
rest of the pin within the webs 
once installed. 

So firstly, the firm’s larger pins are 
a little longerthan standard, so that 
once fitted the chamfered ends can 
be machined off leavingthe pin more 
stable in the webs as it in effect grips 
with its entire length now. John at 
Jahspeed tells usthatthe 22mm 
Lambretta pins are overall a stronger 


part. A 1mm eccentric version is 
available for Lambretta cranks to take 
them from 60mm to 62mm stroke. 

For the Vespa, John told us that 
there are not many con rod options 
with a standard 20mm big end, so 
Jahspeed has developed a pin that 
steps to 22mm, thus offering much 
more for those wanting to tune a 
Vespa engine further. The Vespa pins 
boast the same features as the 
Lambretta ones, except that the 
eccentric version is offset by 1 .5mm 
taking a 60mm stroke to 63mm. 

The RRP of a straight pin is around 
£60, eccentrics around £85 (plus 
p&petc). For more details call

Whispers have resurfaced of a Ducati possibly 
entering the scooter market. Or rather that should be 
re-entering given the company’s history in the 
1 950s with the unsuccessful Cruiser and in the 
1 960s with the diminutive Brio. 

The suggestion that Ducati might enter the scooter 
market, possibly with a super-scooter to rival the 
immensely popular (in Italy) Yamaha Tmax has been 
touted for several years. Speculation was reignited 
when the firm’s boss, Claudio Domenicali, was 
interviewed by Italian website Moto. 

The interviewer’s suggestion that Ducati building 
a scooter was ‘a kind of blasphemy’ was roundly 
rebuffed. Instead Domenicali suggested that 
building a scooter was a possible way forward for 
Ducati. I’d love to see it, but Ducati should keep an 
eye on BMW’s lack of success in that department, 
and also its own historic mistakes for that matter. 
Scooterists are not the same as bikers, as any pub 
landlord will tell you. 

If you were ever wondering if there is going to be a 
let-up in the number of mad Italians making 
outrageous tuning parts for Vespas then the answer 
is: not just yet. DEA Engineering from the ‘crazy 
two-stroke triangle’ of Italy’s Emilia-Romagna 
region is a manufacturer of Superkart motors. 

Recently they’ve turned their hands to performance 
kits and exhausts for the smallframe Vespa. Currently 
they have two 58mm bore air-cooled smallframe kits 
for sale with cylinder reed. Dne is designed to run with 
stock 51 mm stroke cranks while the other runs 
56.7mm stroke. Prices range from €66D to €75D. 
Word has it that their next project will be for 
Lambretta engines... 


Electric future? 

Motorcycles and scooters could potentially 
soon join cars, vans, trucks and buses in the 
government’s drive for greener vehicles. 
Business Minister Matthew Hancock 
announced in March. 

Upto £7.5 million will be set aside to 
boost the uptake for electric two-wheelers 
and “help bikers bridge the cost gap between 
a zero emission electric motorcycle and 
conventional petrol versions”. 

Apparently the grant could offer up to 
£15DD off the purchase price and allow 
motorcyclists to reduce both their running 
costs and environmental impact. The 
move comes following meetings with 
the electric Motor Cycle Industry 
Association and leading manufacturers 
including Suzuki, Harley-Davidson, BMW, 
Volt, and Mahindra. 

Business Minister Matthew Hancock said: 
“This investment shows we are serious about 


increasing the uptake of cleaner vehicles in 
the UK, and offer a fantastic place for firms to 
locate their research an development and 
manufacturing facilities. Supporting new 
technologies is a key part of our long-term 
economic plan.” 

Transport Minister Baroness Kramer said: 
“This £7.5 million for electric bikes 
demonstrates our commitment to all ultra- 
low emission vehicles, from motorbikes to 
cars and trucks. From navigating city streets 
to putting in the motorway miles there is now 
a genuine low emission choice for everyone 
and electric vehicles are now ready to go 
mainstream. We are determined that the UK 
continues to be at the forefront of this vital 
revolution in transport.” 

A report in the Standard soon after this 
press release came out mentions the 
£1 1 ,DDD Zero SR motorcycle, which one 
assumes is what the ‘up to £1 5DD’ discount 
applies too, rather than a cheap £25DD 
electric scooter from China. 


Now while I’ve ridden a Zero and it is bloody 
impressive with the one I tested having a top 
speed in excess of BDmph and a useable 
range of over 75 miles depending on how you 
rode it, there are a few problems with it. 

Firstly, the price tag, even with a grant that’s 
still a bike that costs almost £1 D,DDD and 
takes three or four hours to refuel. 

Secondly, there is the battery range, the 
SR apparently having 1 D5 miles between 
charges. And also the fact that Zero left the 
UK market last year due to lack of sales and 
support, leaving only one service centre in 
the Midlands, which is unfortunate for 
anyone further than 1 D5 miles away from 
Halesowen that needs their Zero looking at. 

I truly do like riding electric scooters and 
bikes and believe they have a future (if for no 
other reason than less petrol vehicles out 
there means more fossil fuel for our classic 
scooter habit!), but until prices drop and 
technology improves, it’s still far too rich a 
game for most of us to join in with.

Dave’s Nostalgic 
Custom Corner 



O ne of the feature machines of the very first issue of Scooteringhackin 1985 was the Lambretta 
chopper, Exile. For those that don't know I consider Exile to be the most influential custom 
scooter ever built, so much so that in 2012 1 even built a tribute scooter keeping as close to the 
original as 1 could. 

During the build - and subsequently - 1 have kept in touch with the original creator, Russell 
Mitchell, who went on to launch Exile Cycles in California, building one-off custom motorcycles. Since then 
Fve have managed to find out quite a few unusual facts about both the iconic scooter and its colourful builder. 




Above was the original Scootering 
photograph of Exile taken at the Newark 
Showground Rally of 1984, quite apt as 
Newark was back on the calendar last 
year for its own 30th. As the first edition 
of the mag didn't come out until May '85 
it seems funny that the feature was 
published quite a long time after the 
scooter had been sold on, and was in fact 
in a state of being changed. 

When you think Russ only actually showed 
this chop from May until early August 1984, 
it achieved an impressive roll of honour over 
just five rallies and one custom show; 

Torquay - Best Chop/Cutdown & Best Overall. 
Gt Yarmouth - Best Modified & Best Overall. 
Newark - Best in Show & Best Chopper. 
Dunbar - Best Chopper. 

Colwyn Bay - Best Chopper. 

Glevum Stax Custom Show - six trophies! 

With a bit of detective work I believe the 
picture below was taken behind the hall 
after the Glevum show, a copy of the 
original used to hang pride of place in 
the Scootermania 'office'. 



After unsuccessfully trying to sell Exile privately for £1500, Russ decided to raffle 
the scooter at the loW August Bank Holiday rally in 1984. So along with his fellow 
club members he sold just over 3000 tickets at 50p a time during the weekend - I'm 
sure some of it went on cider though! At 6pm on the Sunday he took to the stage 
and drew the winning ticket, and the lucky contestant, 'Cockney' Pete McAleavy 
took ownership. Russ tells me he kept one of the tickets as a memento, 
and still has it on the wall in his LA office. 



The forks on Exile are, for me, one of 
the stand-out features. Made from a 
straight 3.5m length of solid 
hexagonal bar they had to be twisted 
evenly, curved to the correct angle, 
have the boots welded on and then 
be machined to take Lambretta 
fork springs. 

They were then mirror polished and 
chromed - which due to the weight 
was no mean feat! If 1 am correct 
there have only ever been three sets 
of forks built like this - the ones 
on the original Exile, a pair 1 had done 
for my chop The Scream and the ones 
made for the tribute scooter. 
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After winning Exile at the loW 'lottery' 
Cockney Pete actually broke down on the 
way home! Although he kept Exile as it 
was for a couple more rallies by the start 
of 1985 he had decided to build a new 
scooter called 'Cockney Rebel' based on 
the frame, etc. 

It had a new engine and exhaust, 
re-covered seat, larger mustang tank and 
it was given a new theme and colour. 

This consisted of a red base, gold leaf 
ribbons and a Confederate Iron Maiden 
mural on the tank. Very sadly after only 
being shown at one custom show 
(Peterborough) and making an 
appearance at the loW 1986 rally it was 
stolen, and has never resurfaced. 


Probably the most widely remembered 
picture of Exile. It features Russ's 
girlfriend at the time Tracey, a true 
beauty that sadly is no longer with us - 
RIP. The actual picture was taken by 
Russ himself and sent in to Scootermania 
where it appeared in Issue 32, and later 
on in Scooteringtoo.

I created my tribute to Exile, 'Exiled' in 
2012, pictured here early in 2015 with my 
10-day-old son Vinnie Wray trying it out for 
size. My plan was always to keep as close 
to the original as possible and with 
help from both Russ and some great 
professionals I hope I have achieved that. 




Eventually, Exile, like all of the era's top 
custom scooters, made it on to an iconic 
Paddy Smith rally patch. This wasn't until 
the WSM rally of September '84 however, 
just after been sold on! There was also a bit 
of unrest when it was successfully entered 
into the custom show of that event - under 
a new owner. One slight fault of the patch 
you may notice if you look closely is the 
fact that PSD printed the word 'The' in the 
title; this was never the case! 


For those that don't know Russ has 
become one of the most successful 
custom bike builders around. 

Exile Cycles, has grown from modest 
beginnings into a multi-million dollar 
corporation. Known for a clean, tough, 
industrial look, they specialise in 
minimalist styling, base colours and 
nonconformity. 

Russell himself is also a bit of a media 
celebrity, competing in many of the 
Discovery Channel's Biker Build- Off 
shows as well as the World Bike Build- Off 
and the Build or Bust series. He now lives 
with his wife Rachel and their family 
Lucas, Babette and Mitch at a beautiful 
home in the hills above LA.

One of the things I dislike about all the 
main action cameras istheirsizeand 
weight; particularly those that need a 
separate housing to be waterproof. 
Hedcam's TenSO breaks the mould and 
instead offers full 1080P HD video 
recording in a waterproof device that is 
about the same size as my thumb. 

The camera weighs a piffling 39g and 
comes boxed with numerous mounting 
accessories for helmets and goggle straps. 
I’d say it was much safer to mount 
something likethistothesideof a helmet 
than a bigger action cam. 

Operation is simplicity itself -there’s 
only one button to turn the camera on and 
start recording. The button itself annoyingly 
lacks any feel to know you’ve activated it, 
but the clever part is an in-built laser that 
fires briefly at the start of each recording to 
both confirm activation and alignment. 

Hold your hand in front of your face and the 
red laser dot tells you that you are rolling. 

H D footage from the 5M P sensor is okay, 
but not as sharp as GoPro Hero 3-i- or my 
SJIOOO. The camera takes a while 
adjusting to rapidly changing contrast 
conditions and the image seems more 
sensitive to vibration than some 
other cameras. 

I used the TenSO on Vespa Raid 
Maroc and it survived the dust-drenched 
trip unscathed, though admittedly dust 
on the lens affected the quality of image- 


as it would with any camera. Riding 
footage samples:

Well most have 
a financial arrangement with them and 
chose them not because they are good but 
because they pay. They cannot insist on 
you using them so don't let it happen. Get 
your own lawyer who only has a duty to 
you not shareholders*

I have lost count of scooterists who have 
not claimed because they assume the 
accident was their fault as they were 
filtering, overtaking or riding in a group. 
Always check it out by getting advice 
from an expert. A call to me costs nothing 
and I am happy to talk it through even if 
it is just to put your mind at rest. Call me 
before giving up. 



The three year rule. 

When injured you must normally issue 
court proceedings within 3 years from the 
date of your accident or before your 21st 
Birthday if you had the accident when 
under 18. There are limited ways around 
this but it is always best to act quickly 
especially because if the police attended 
their vital report will be destroyed after 
12 months, Act now! 


Do not feel bad about claiming 

Insurance companies skillfully put out 
stories of fraudulent cases to make 
everyone feet bad about claiming. They 
do this to reduce the amount of claims 
and make more money for their 
shareholders. Don't be duped. If you have 
been injured it is your right to be 
compensated.

Tucano Urbano 
4Tempi jacket 


The first Tucano Urbano jacket I tried was 
the Bora which I still use regularly. Next 
was the Dora which had all the features of 
Bora but with improvements like 
elasticated windproof cuffs. The Four 
Seasons, or 4Tempi jacket is a further 
upgrade with improved features of both 
Bora and Dora. 

Impressive waterproof and breathable 
outer layer, thick removable thermal liner 
and more pockets than a snooker table. CE 
elbow armour is provided with DE30 
armour available separately to fit into the 
elbow, shoulder and back armour pockets. 

It’s the little details that make all the 
difference; the longzip pulls, the 
elasticated wrist cuffs that really keep the 
wind and cold out, the zipped side pockets 
within the front pockets and the subtle yet 
effective ‘Reflective’ foldaway visibility 
flashes. Soft material neckline increases 
comfort and as it’s quite low cut it doesn’t 
get in the way of my helmet strap. Plenty 
of pockets. 


There is a handy detachable 
waterproof hood which poppers into the 
outer neckline. Bora’s waterproof hood 
tucked away into it’s own neckline but 
you’ll have to store the 4Tempi hood in 
one of the many pockets and it is a 
little bulky. 

Most Italian kit tends to be on 
thesnugsize, Tucano Urbano’s 
sizingguide is helpful, however, I 
found the Four Seasons to be a 
very slim fit compared to their 
other products I’ve tried, 
emphasisingthe need to always 
try before you buy. 

Thankfully this jacket has 
proved more than capable of 
keeping the water out in the 700 
odd miles covered over the 
winter season so far. It may have 
been a relatively mild winter but early 
starts saw temperatures in the minuses 
well as some snow. Using the right base 
layers with this jacket I didn’t freeze. The 
4Tempi will see plenty more miles this 
year so there’ll bean update on the next 
two seasons soon.

Is London legislating 
bikes off the road? 

I have a 1999 Vespa PX200 which can literally ride rings 
around cars stuck in a traffic jam and when parked 
takes up hardly any space. So why has the bike industry 
let Boris legislate against powered two-wheelers? 


Schemes that begin in the capital are 
likely to eventually be rolled out across the 
country, coming to a town near you soon. ^ 


I n 2020, London’s Ultra Low 

Emission Zone comes into force. For 
those not from the South East or not 
involved in the haulage industry, 
there is currently a Low Emission 
Zone in place around London (almost as far 
reaching as the M25) that restricts all goods 
vehicles of a certain age (pre-2002 for light 
vans, pick-ups etc, 2006 for lorries, coaches 
etc.), from entering unless they pay a hefty 
£100-£200 per day, seven days a week, 365 
days a year. This means if you're an OAP 
subsidisingyour pension by repairing lawn- 
mowers for a few extra quid with a little van 
to carry your tools around in, well, you can’t 
use that any more unless you pay the charge. 

The thinking behind such a zone is to reduce 
pollution in London, in the same way that the 
congestion charge in the centre of the capital is 
thereto reduce traffic congestion. 

However, whileTfL (Transport for London) 
appears to concede that powered two-wheelers 
(PTWs) are a solution to traffic congestion - 
with mopeds, scooters and motorbikes exempt 
from paying the Central London Congestion 
Charge -the same logic has been ignored when 
it comes to emissions. So, when the ULEZ 
regu lations come i nto force i n 2020, on ly 
powered two-wheelers that meet the latest 
Euro 3 emissions regulations will be exempt 
from paying£12.50 per dayto enter London. 
Except-and this is partial good news- 
vehicles classed as ‘historical’ with regards to 
VED (Vehicle Excise Duty) will also be exempt. 

‘Hurrah’ you may shout, for underthe 
current Government (which as I write 
potentially has just a handful of days left in 
power) the ‘historical’ classification applies to 
all 40 -f year old vehicles, and the system is a 
rolling one which means that every year it is 
extended by 12 months. So then, why don’t I 
leave my 1999 Vespa PX200 at home, and 
instead commute into London on my 1962 
Lambretta LI? 

Well dear reader, that is slightly missingthe 
point, which is, why are all PTWs not exempt 
from th is U LEZ charge? After all, they are 
exempt from the Centra I London Congestion 
Charge, and also from other road-charging 
schemes such as the Dartford Crossing, 
Humber Bridge and Severn Crossing. Why? 
Because PTWs are a solution to traffic 


problems, not a cause. So backto pollution 
and let’s have an analogy; would you rather 
stand at the side of the road in London and 
have a 1 999 Vespa PX200 ride past you i n a 
matter of seconds, or stand next to a car, 
jammed in traffic with it’s engine steadily 
ticking over and pumping out noxious fumes 
for 1 5 m i n utes or so as it tries to get across a 
busyjunction? 

It doesn’t take a genius to quickly work out 
which is the most polluting. And remember, 
the PTW will also consume less petrol getting 
there quicker, and take less space to park upon 
arrival as well. 

But wh i le some of you are cheering that your 
h istoric scooters wi 1 1 i n itial ly be exem pt from 
Boris’ latest vehicle-restricting, revenue- 
raising legislation, what about the bigger 
picture? Remember, if historical vehicles are 
seen to be better options for some then the 
chances are the demand wi 1 1 increase and 
therefore prices will rise. 

Also, the current automatic 40 year rol I i ng 
exemption of VED for ‘historic’ vehicles only 
continued thus last year after it’s initial roll was 
halted - so what’s to stop that happen i ng agai n 
when someone in power decides that the 
amount of revenue ‘lost’ by giving away ‘free’ 
VED to historical vehicles would be better 
spent on installing another MP’s duck pond, or 
payingto furnish a second home? 


Since half pushing, half riding his first 
Vespa 90 home in the 1 980s, Andy has 
consistently had an unhealthy interest in 
scooters. Riding them for both pleasure and 
commuting ever since, he first contributed 
to Scootering magazine in the early 1 990s, 
progressing from part-time, to full-time staff 
member over the years, and then became 
editor in 2003. 


Anotherthingto consider isthat historical 
vehicles currently have an ally in the House of 
Lords with a n u m ber havi ng a great i nterest i n 
historic vehicles themselves. 

But who will be on our side when these 
petrol heads are gone? 

Finally, Boris Johnson might only be Mayor 
of London at the moment, but if the 
mainstream press are to be believed, he 
apparently has his sights set on bigger things. 
Schemes that begin in the capital are likely to 
eventual ly be rol led out across the country, 
com i ng to a town near you soon . 

Sothosewhothinkthis is a victory, think 
on. The battle is just beginning. Thethreat 
against the freedom to ride scooters and 
motorbikes is more serious now than it has 
been fora longtime. 

And considerthistoo-from 2020, anyone 
attendingthe London Ride of Remembrance, 
Buckingham Palace Run, Great London 
Rideout, meeting with the Bar Italia SC, or 
attending any other riding event in central 
London , wi 1 1 either have to do so on a new 
scooter, or a pre- 1 980 machine (presu m i ng 
the rol I i ng VED exemption for historic veh ides 
hasn’t been cancelled again), or pay £12.50 
for the privilege to ride a congestion-busting 
powered-two-wheeler in the capital. 

Even on a Sunday.

Scooter theft 

I n response to the plea from Lee of 
Dunstable, your Lambretta is out there 
somewhere and road legal. 

The first port of call for any basic 
investigation about a vehicle, is the vehicle 
enquiry section on the DVLA website. 
Currently, it confirms that AXD is taxed, 
until April 1 (yes honestly!), whilethe MoT 
is due on April 16, 2015. 

Now that vehicle tax renewals are 
increasingly online and all MoT centres are 
linked to the DVLA, the information about a 
vehicle’s whereabouts are, in theory 
potentially available for investigation. It 
would also appear that this scoot has 
evaded alerts from roadside ANPR cameras. 

Chances are, that the current owner is 
unaware that this scooter is stolen, and will 
face the prospect of having to surrender a 
stolen vehicle, with little chance of 
recovering their money having purchased it. 

No doubt this theft has already been settled 
with an insurance payout, and any future 
recovery of this scooter becomes the property 
of the insurance company, in a similar manner 
to a vehicle which has been written off. 

It’s worth readingyour insurance policy to 
see if you have the opportunity to buy back a 
stolen/recovered vehicle from your 
insurance company. 

Vehicle theft has been confirmed as 
being a low priority forthe police, so just how 
far can you encourage your insurance 
company and the police to help recover a 
cherished vehicle, if you have evidence it 
is being made road legal? Perhaps this 
scenario warrants a forthcoming article in 
the magazine?

Vespa Cosa carburation 

I always read the feedback questions with 
interest and this time I would like to chip in 
regarding Michael Hale’s doubts about his 
Cosa 200 carburation. 

Sticky’s diagnosis suggesting a blocked 
idle jet is spot on consideringthe symptoms 
described, although I feel the solution 
should be expanded slightly. 

I have been a Vespa enthusiast since a 
tender age, have owned three 200cc Cosas 
throughout the years and still commute on 
one daily. Let it not be said that I haven’t 
profusely tinkered with carburation as the 
empty spot at low revs seems to be a 
common denominator to several of them. 

It’s due, in my opinion, to approximate 
jetting from Piaggio in an undoubtedly 
dexterous attempt to moderate fuel 
consumption on a thirsty engine and also a 


very first attempt to lower emissions in 
anticipation of forthcoming emissions laws. 

In order to do it, Piaggio added the infamous 
secondary air f i Iter under the seat so they 
were able to fit smaller jetting. Which, in my 
opinion, makes the engine run imperfectly. 

Originally, 200 Cosas fit the 
following setting: 

^ Carburettor SI24/24H 
5^ Idle Jet 48/160, two and half turns on 
the air screw 

^ Main Jets 160-BE3-92 
An easy solution would be trying a 50- 
160 keeping the airscrew at two and half 
but bearing in mind it may need small 
adjustments. 

The solution I have come to after lots of 
trial and error was to eliminate the 
secondary filter all together, this can be 
achieved quickly cuttingthe ‘U bend’ off 
the air hose so air bypasses the filter and 
goes straight from the frame to the airbox. 
This leaves us with an engine which is a P2 
in essence and will need to be up-jetted 
accordingly with the adoption of: 


55-160 Idle Jet, twoand half turns 
160-BE3-1 16 (with autolube) 
Theengine will breath much, much 
better but fuel consumption will shoot up 
accordingly, standard low gearing being an 
accomplice. Although it is well worth it in 
my opinion. 

Let’s keep as many Cosas on the road as 
we can, they are the pinnacle of Vespa 
evolution!

Back in the mists of time, when a mobile was something you hung from a 
ceiling to hypnotise babies, some northern greebos - one of whom had 
previously been a Mod - decided to start a scooter magazine. 

They’d already established a successful custom bike magazine - Back 
Street Heroes - but they didn't want to fill it with custom scooters, 
so they invented Scootering. 

Once they had conceived it, they needed stuff to put in it. Quickly. 

This is where Down Town Custom (DTC) enters the story. 
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Going Underground 

By this stage Leeds-based partnership of 
Brendan ‘Maca’ McNally and Dave Barnett 
were making a name for themselves as 
home-grown custom painters of choice to 
the blossoming scooter scene. Asa result of 
contact at various shows it became clear 
that DTC would bethego-toguys for the 
Scootering founders to f \\\ their magazine 
with eye-catching lOin wheeled custom 
marvels. Several of the scooters featured in 
that inaugural issue were sprayed in DTC’s 
old railway arch. 

It is ironic that while all the attention at 
the time was given to ever more outlandish 
full custom scooters with fantasy, film or 
band inspired murals, the one that had 
perhaps the most long-term cultural impact 
was Maca’s own full-frame Lambretta racer. 
Even when it was simply dragged outside 
and photographed behind their arch while 
propped up on a brick. 

His GP wasn’t even unique- at the start of 
the 1986 season Maca and Dave had sprayed 
every scooter i n their breakaway race team 
(from Leeds Central) with the same paintjob; 


each with small differences but each proudly 
wearingthe white rose of Yorkshire; or Rosa 
Bianca in Latin-Leeds brogue. 

Rather like Dennis Hopper’s marginally 
more practical bike in Easy Rider- as 
compared to Fonda’s garish Captain America 
chopper - it is the subtler style that also won 
in the long run on the scooter scene. 

Maca’s racer has spawned many more 
replicas than any of the OTT custom 
scooters that Scootering featured. At best 
guess he’s painted 40 or so Rosa Bianca 
replicas, butthat might only be half of the 
amount produced over the years. Indeed it 
is still possible to order DTC replica 
paintjobs for your Indian-restored 
Lambretta GPs straight from the back- 
streets of Karol Bagh in Delhi. For a few 
years India may have been the only place to 
get them, because Maca disappeared from 
the scooter scene for way over a decade. 

“A rumour had gone round that I’d died of 
throat cancer,” recalls Brendan. “I went to a 
race meeting at Cadwell Park and people 
were second glancing me as I walked 
around the paddock like I was a ghost.” 


Maca’s response to exaggerated 
rumours of his demise were typically 
jovial: “Come and have you photo taken 
with a dead man then!” 

TEENAGE KICKS 

At this point in proceedings it is only fair 
and right to introduce the second and final 
player in the scene; like an under-staffed 
amateur production of Magnificent Seven. 

Martin Murray is in everyway 
representative of a 1980s scooterboy done 
good. He and I spent many hours discussing 
how the trials and tribulations of decades 
i nvolved i n the scooter ral ly scene have given 
him invaluable life skills. Combine these with 
an opportunistic sarrrf London barrow-boy 
swagger and he had everything needed to be 
successful in his business of carpet fitting to 
the rich and famous. Success in business has 
given him the money to spend on scooters. 

So, what sort of scooters does he crave? 

Essentially, the same ones that burned 
images in his brain direct from the pages of 
Scootering and British Scooterist Scene \ n 
the 80s. 
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I’m the same age as Martin and I can 
vividly remember drooling over magazines 
attheage of 16 and blue-tacking pulled 
pages of my favourite ones to my bedroom 
wall. My ambition at the time was to own an 
AF S-Type Lambretta GP and an Armandos 
PX Vespa; but as time moved on these 
dreams were forgotten . 

Only around 30 miles away, the 
magazines had an even stronger impact on 
Martin. For him, the outstanding machines 
were the metal-flake AF S-Types and Maca's 
‘Rosa Bianca’ DTC race bike. 

Unlike me, in the last few years he has 
done something about owning them. 

Back in 2007 -at the launch of AF 
Raypeed’s RB225 kit- Martin got Ray to 
build him a metal-flake S-type with the 
latest RB engine. That was the first 
ambition ticked off the list, but the second 
one would be a lot harder. Maca hadn’t 
painted any scooters for 15 years. 

Bear in mind that Martin was not 
prepared to make do with a Rupee replica 
any more than he’d wear a Chinese knock- 


off Rolexwith a ticking second hand. It had 
to be the real thing or nothing, and if Maca 
had departed the scooter scene - 
if not this mortal coil - then that would 
prove difficult. 

But not impossible. 

He’s not the Messiah, he’s 
a very naughty boy 

Brendan closed DTC in the early 90s after 
getting totally scootered-out. He needed a 
break from the frenetic scene and a proper 
job with regular hours. That didn’t stop him 
painting though; he settled for doing 
custom helmets on the motocross scene 
which histwo kids became involved in. 

Eventually an old friend called Pete 
Rutterford tracked Brendan down via the 
electoral register to ask him to paint a 
scooter (see Scootering December 2012, 
issue 319). After makingthat much effortto 
find ‘Maca’, how could he refuse? 

Pete’s was the first of the ‘New Breed’ 
DTC designs. After giving an interview in 
the May 2010 edition of Scootering 


(our 25th anniversary edition, which came 
with a free print of issue 1 - back issues 
available!), and mentioningthat he might 
be up for painting a few more scooters, 
the phone calls began and work started 
to pour in. 

One of those phone calls came from 
Martin, who was not interested in a New 
Breed paintjob, but a classic red, white and 
blue Rosa Bianca design like that in 
Scootering e6\t\on #1. 

I get the impression that Maca didn’t 
really want to keep covering old ground, but 
Martin was insistent and hoped he’d 
specified enough twists on the theme - 
such astheflipped colour scheme-to spark 
some interest. Maca said he’s give him a 
bell when he had time to fit the job in. That 
was the end of the call. 

Ready now 

Sixteen months passed and Martin 
concentrated on other projects until, out of 
the blue, Maca called to say he was ready to 
paint Martin’s scooter. 
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That was great news, with one small flaw 
in the plan. Martin didn’t have a scooterto 
paint. Rather than put Maca off, and 
potentially being bumped to the back of the 
queue, Martin rushed into action and set 
about locating a suitable GP frame in good 
condition to paint. Stuart Owen - formerly 
of lOOmph Lambretta Club-sourced the 
bike and Martin handed it over to Maca in 
November 2012. 

“People know I’m from down south and 
ask me why I’ve got the Yorkshire Rose on it, 
but that’s what the paintjob was. It was the 
team’s race colours. My mate Mike from 
Hull - who we used to do rallies with - had 
the first reversed colours one and I always 
loved his bike, so when Maca said he’d do 
mine I got it done like that, but I had flake 
put in it because I wanted to bring it up to 
date a little bit.” 

The paintjob on the main frame was ready 
by September 2013 and the scooter was 
assembled shortly after by Martin’s friend 
Paul Casey. 

Strip teaser 

Martin’s concept for his Rosa Bianca was 
to have a fast road scooter that he could also 
use in the Street Class at sprint meetings 
alongside his works Pale Vespa smallframe. 
With that in mind he commissioned a Super 
Monza engine with additional tuningand all 
the recommended extras. He even had the 
engine builder’s logos added. 





WHY THE YELLOW 
WHEELS? 


“The yellow wheels were inspired by going 
to see the British bike Grand Prix in 1 984,” 
explains Maca. “Rob McElnea was racing 
a red, white and blue Suzuki but it rained 
and he borrowed team-mate Barry 
Sheene’s wet race wheels. Bazza’s wheels 
were yellow because Bazza was racing a 
red, black and yellow bike. 

“I thought Rob’s bike looked mega going 
down the straight and that’s where I got the 
idea for the yellow wheels. 

“I did the Rosa Bianca design first on my 
fully-faired 1 50cc Group 5 Special with 
yellow wheels, which was a bit like the 
Heron Suzuki race scheme. After that I 
worked it across to suit a GP.” 



“Originally the Super Monza kit was built 
for fast touring but I paid for extra tuning so 
it could be sprinted in Road Class. I didn’t 
want something I had to cobble about with 
to take down the track - 1 wanted an honest 
bike that I could sprint as it was and then 
ride home if I wanted.” 

To cut a very long story short, Martin was 
‘disappointed’ with the Super Monza as it 
was first collected from the engine builder 
prior to Scooter Shootout 2014, along with a 
dyno graph showing a peak power of 27hp. 
The scooter was taken back for further set- 
up and adjustments and came back ‘a 
different bike’, performing much better, but 
still feeling a bit boggy at lowrpm. 

Martin then decided to take it to Darrel 
Taylor at Taylor Tuning for some re-jetting 
on his dyno. It arrived reading 31hp and 
left after some work with a graph showing 
35hp and feeling far crisper. As far as 
Martin is concerned, this is only the start 
and further tuning beckons. In that respect 
the Super Monza has a lot of potential. 

Born Under a Bad Sign 

While ‘running in’ his revived Super Monza 
motor on the roads of South East England 
the scooter ejected one of its freshly-painted 
sidepanels like a clown car from a circus. 

“When the panel went down the road I 
turned around as quickly as possible but a 
car was coming and about to drive over it. I 
rode head-on at the car so he wouldn’t 
squash my panel. He swerved but his tyre 
clipped it and flicked itatthe kerb, which 
added a dent to the scratches.” 

Like many people, Martin had fallen for 
the hype of “it’s stainless steel so it must be 
better” when it came to purchasing side 
panel clips. In his experience, ‘spring steel’ 
is better for making springs- which is 
essentially what GP panel clips are-than 
stainless steel. The clue is in the name. 

While Martin holds the opinion that every 
scar tells a story, this damage was perhaps a 
bit too much to live with; like waking up after 
a shotgun wedding in Vegas to find your new 
bride is a surgically altered ‘him’. 

Repainting singlecolourvehicles is not 
real ly a problem - most body shops can do a 


decent job. Repairing custom-painted 
sidepanels featuring several self-mixed 
colours and paint effects is another matter. 
Martin wasn’t optimistic. 

Thankfully Maca has some experience of 
this; having previously restored several of his 
classic custom scooters- including Mick 
Howard’s ‘Sign of the Snake’ -without 
changingthe original artwork. Not only did 
he manage to knock out the dent without 
ruining or fillingthe panel, but he managed 
to carefully remove and repair layers of 
candies and flakes. It really is a challenge to 
spot which of the panels was damaged - see 
if you can tel I when you see the scooter at a 
rally or sprint. 

While at DTC forTLC, the GP also had 
logos updated toTT. 

Well, it is customary for race replicas to 
have a ‘shopping list’ painted on the side. 

Back to the plot 

Having painted Martin’s scooter, Brendan 
liked it so much that he decided to repaint 
his original Group 4 race scooter in the 
same scheme -the one featured in 
Scootering#l-an6 put it back on the road. 

By modern standards the engine is 
nothing special, justaTSl 225 with a 
30mm carb and a touring pipe. The scooter 
retains its original hydraulic inboard disc 
brake conversion, but now it is fully road 
legal he can use it for weekend runs. It has 
helped him rediscover hisscootering mojo. 
That’s scootering with a small ‘s’. 

Since his reacquaintance with the 
scooter scene Maca has taken on quite a 
few more race replica paintjobsand by far 
the most popular remains the Rosa Bianca 
scheme. 

What about the Rosa Bianca’s influence 
on Scooteringmth a capital ‘S’? 

Given thatthose initially charged with 
producingthe first issues knew little about 
scooters, and even less about the scene, I 
doubt that anyone expected Scooteringto 
be such a success. Could they have 
imagined the impact that those first few 
issues had on the mindset of teenagers, 
some 30 years later? 

Sticky 
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HOW DOES THE SUPER MONZA COMPARE? 


Martin freely admits that he’s no tuner, 
but he still has a wealth of experience of 
fast Lambrettas. 

“I think a lot of people would like a 
Lambretta that you can ride around town 
comfortably, but then take on the road or a 
sprint track and it behaves like a race bike. 
That’s the Holy Grail,” he says. 

“I’ve got a Jap TS 1 230 done at Kegra just 
before John Balcomb left in 1 999. It’s never 
been near a dyno but they spent three days 


setting it up on the road. That has been a 
fantastic motor - it’s very quick. 

“I’ve also got the first RB that AF’s ever did 
as an S-type. That was fast but I had a lot of 
problems with it in early days getting hot and 
exhausts breaking etc. I’ve got past those 
problems and that’s also a 230cc now. 

“The TS1 and RB are very close and it 
would be a struggle to say which was the 
faster of the two. I’d say the Super Monza now 
is faster than both of them but there’s not a 


massive difference between them. I’m 
probably into that motor for the best part of 
£9000, but I reckon I could have spent a lot 
less doing a TS1 or RB to get very similar 
performance. For me the TS1 was probably 
the best value for money, then the RB and 
then the Super Monza. In my opinion the 
TS1 is still the best touring kit there is in 
terms of bang for your buck. 

“I wouldn’t want to be an inexperienced 
rider trying to ride the Super Monza though. 
That’s not because of the amount of power it 
makes but the way the power is delivered. 
The way the power comes in on a TS1 and 
an RB feels more usable. 

“The other thing I don’t like about the 
Super Monza is that it hits a brick wall. 
There is no over-rev. You can adapt your 
riding style to it, but maybe that’s not what 
feels nice. Personally I prefer something 
that revs out a bit more. I don’t know what 
it’s going to be like on fuel because I’ve 
only just got it back from Darrell Taylor. I 
will still want to do more to it because my 
thing has been to have a bike that is 
competitive in sprinting.” 

Martin let me ride his scooter back from 
the photo shoot and the only way to 
describe it now is fierce. The engine was 
deliberately designed to have a strong, 
wide power band from 5000 to 8000 revs. If 
you keep within those parameters - which 
are broad enough to comfortably stay in the 
power band between the gears on a four- 
speed box - it pulls like a steam train. 

The issue that makes a Super Monza 
challenging to ride on the road is the 
transition from out-of-the-power to the full 
force of the power band. Below 5000rpm it 
will potter around, but it isn’t doing much. 
Hit the 5000 mark on the rev counter and 
the scooter suddenly goes mental and tries 
to lift the front wheel. No matter what 
throttle position you are on, if you hit 5000 
then it’s like you’ve been tied to a 1 0-ton 
puppy and someone has thrown a stick for it 
to chase. It really isn’t prepared to hang 
about and that encourages misbehaviour 
which is hard to resist. You may as well cut 
your driving licence into shreds and feed 
the bits down the carb for good measure. 

That harsh power transition also 
warrants respect. You really don’t want 
to meet 5000rpm while cornering on a 
wet roundabout because 1 0in road tyres 
simply don’t have the grip to deal with 
such demands. 

What would really improve this engine 
for road use would be some sort of exhaust 
valve to help boost power at low revs and 
thus soften the face-flattening rush at 
5000rpm. If you look around Martin’s 
bodywork you may find something on his 
shopping list that is being designed to 
perform such a task. Whether that future 
development will be available to him is 
another matter entirely. 
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Thirty years ago Norrie Kerr road-tested the then-new 
Vespa P125 ETS for Scooteringmagazlne. A short 
lived smallframe model that has gained a small 
fanbase in recent years, Iggy took Norrie back to the 
80s to see how the ETS has stood the test of time . . .

No it wasn’t the latest issue of Fiesta or 
Dazzle, nor was it the lingerie section of 
Kays catalogue - this was something much 
more exciting; the first ever issue of 
Scooter! ngrr]agaz\r]e had arrived in 
the village. 


The First Time 

Seemingly months later, having ordered a 
copy at my local newsagents (it took forever 
to arrive) I read it cover to cover and hung on 
to every word - including those of Norrie 
Kerr’s P125 ETS road test. This heroic rider 
was ‘the’ Vespa man and also (at the time) 
owned Midland Scooter Centre, a shop I’d 
soon visit to marvel at their shiny goodies 
and get up close to some ‘proper’ scooters 
forthe very first time. 

Remember, this was pre-internet days; so 
even though the shop, run by Kerr and 
Webster was just a few miles away it may as 
well have been in Italy.

Having never seen a ‘proper’ scooter 
magazi ne before (or been i n a scooter shop) 

I was blissfully unaware of the emporium’s 
existence. Needless to say, my pocket 
money and wages were spent at the shop for 
many years to come and still are today... 

So here we are 30 years later and I’ve 
read every issue of Scootenngsince. 

Norrie’s kept his hand in too -on both a 
business and personal level he has always 
been around scooters and still rides as often 
as possible. He currently owns a Vespa GTS, 
Yamaha T-Max, Vespa 90SS and of course 
still hangs on to his two famous 90SS 
racers. Enthusiastic as always, Norriewas 
more than happy to come down from his 
ancestral homeland north of the border to 
help us recreate that very first road test. 

Back to the ETS 

The Vespa P125 ETS was a short-lived 
model, with only 11,711 units produced 
between 1984 and 1985. The then new 
sporty Vespa T5 launched in 1985 helped 
to kill the model off, as Norrietold us; 


“The problem was that Piaggio didn’t 
swamp the original PK inglamour, asa 
model it was fairly basic and people didn’t 
really take to them. 

“At the time you either wanted a 
smallframeora large frame. ..and then the 
T5 came out. People found out it was a five 
port barrel, had electronic ignition and that 
it was also pretty quick. That meant the 
ETS’ days were numbered.” 

As you’d expect, finding a Vespa ETS 
in good condition today isn’t too easy. 
However thanks to the ‘Everything 
Smallframe’ group we were offered the 
use of Craig Lilley’s lovingly restored Vespa, 
and to bring the test up to date a bit we 
borrowed a modern day smallframe Vespa 
Primavera from Midland Scooter Centre to 
use as a comparison. 

The icing on the cake was that Norrie took 
us backtothat innocuous original location 
to reacquaint himself with the ETS and see 
how it compared to it’s modern day Vespa 
counterpart.

The Vespa P125 ETS 

Neil Diamond’s words to his hit song Hello 
My Friend apply to my feelings toward the 
Vespa PI 25 ETS. In my original road test 30 
years back (was it really that long ago?) I 
was impressed with the overall package. 
Now, with time to compare it to more recent 
additions to the Vespa range, it becomes 
more of an iconic little scooter. 

Firstly it’s a two-stroke and is geared, 
compared to the new Vespa Primavera, which 
of course is four-stroke and is an automatic. 
The ETS has lots going for it, every bump is felt 
and at once, you and your scooter are at ‘one’. 
You ride every bump and you know what’s 
going on beneath you on the road surface, 
every bump is amplified but I like that in a 
scooter. The engine is fast, willing and ever-so 
sporty. The handling is good, but not as good 
as say, the original geared Primavera. The 
forks have a lotto do with that. The PI 25 ETS 
wore an altogether new fork at the time, 
similar to the PX style and it really did make a 
big difference to the front-end feeling. 

The ETS engine itself may only be a 1 25cc 
but it is revvy, thanks to that three port barrel 
and has lots of poke to keep up with the GTIs 
away from the lights. The use of electronic 
ignition was a winner on the ETS, as was the 
addition of 12v lighting. The only thing I 
didn’t really like on the ETS were the levers, 
especially the clutch lever. Most riders 
swapped them for something less bulky but 
that’s the way they were and Craig has done 
a great job of restoring his ETS; it was back 
to near showroom condition. 

Everything was spot on and the scooter is 
a credit to him. He’s got it spot on; the colour 
looks right as well, the stickers are as they 
were back in the day - it’s just right. 

Backtothe road and all in all the PK 
engine would have been a great stepping 
stone for further development, but the wind 
of change was coming... 

Revisiting the actual road we used 30 
years ago in the original feature and 
generally the ride of an ETS is excellent, it 
gives you great feedback. The scooter still 


felt at home on the twisty bends with the ETS 
happy to buzz along at a good speed through 
them, although riding the same road on the 
new Primavera showed just how far 
suspension, tyres and brakes have come 
along in the last three decades. The modern 
Primavera just glides over the bumps, corners 
with ease and the brakes really do the 
business. I certainly enjoyed the chance to 
revisit the ETS and compare for myself what 
changes have been made in the overall 
package Vespa offered with the ETS, and now 
offers with the automatic Primavera. 

The Primavera 125 

The Primavera and later Sprint (with the 
different headlight arrangement) are brother 
and sister in the Vespa range. They look similar 
and have the same engine but there are a few 
other differences. For instance, the Primavera 
has 1 1 in wheels while the Sprint has 1 2in, 
with altered gearing to suit the bigger wheels. 

The new breed of automatic Vespas are a 
beautiful concept. Despite sharing a familiar 
family trait the styling on the Primavera is still 
unique with some lovely touches borrowed from 
the more expensive Vespa 946. The looks of the 
scooter are something you just keep admiring 
every time you get off the wee beastie. 


On a practical level the storage space 
beneath the seat is useful and roomy 
enough to fit a helmet in, the controls are 
nice too. Handling is good, if a touch soft 
for my liking and the performance is great 
for a four-stroke 1 25. With the Piaggio name 
on board, it’s probably the best 1 25 auto on 
the street. 

Overall the Primavera is a great wee 
scooter, good acceleration off the line, fine 
handling and a willing engine, which will 
whisk you up to over 60mph quite easily. The 
engine is the new three-valve head version, 
which provides more mid range and good 
torque, which in and around town is ideal. 

The Primavera is very sure-footed, the 
suspension absorbing uneven road surfaces, 
thus providing a comfortable and enduring 
ride. All in all, a superb little package with 
low running costs and great performance. 

Although it’s a great scooter with three 
decades of development behind it, a modern 
engine, brakes and suspension, to me it’s 
still not a ‘real’ scooter with a hand gear 
change and everything that goes with it. We 
move on, things change but that doesn’t 
make old scooters bad; vintage scooters are 
still good and have more character than any 
new machine. 



VESPA PRIMAVERA 

SECOND OPINION 


Being the owner of a smallframe scooter and never 
having ridden an auto before I found it easy to adapt to it 
and can certainly see why they’re so popular. The 
Primavera was very smooth and easy to ride and I can see 
the appeal of an auto scooter. 

It’s a bit like driving an old car against a new one, a 
new car more or less drives itself but with the old one you 
get ‘that’ feeling as you drive, it’s got character. 

Now, having ridden the auto my thoughts and feelings 
still lean me towards a classic geared Vespa, but riding 
an auto opened my eyes a bit and it’d make my commute 
much easier...

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If ever there was a name fit 
for a scooter it has to be the 
one that Lee Maxey’s 
fiancee, Tina, christened this 
TV 175 with when she saw 
the finished machine for the 
first time. In a word, it 
is sublime. 


A dmittedly accessories aren’t to 

everybody’s taste and they don’t suit all 
scooters. For instance, I think a modern 
GTS certainly looks odd wearing a full 
set of 60s-inspired chrome garnishing, 
but each to their own. Equally there are scooters that 
have been carefully lavished with period goodies that 
are very well suited. This Series 2 LambrettaTV175 
fits nicely into that latter category. 

Over the last decade or so scooter fashion and 
trends have changed somewhat. I dare bet that 
there have been more aftermarket lights, mirrors, 
racks, aerials, horns, Florida and crash bars sold in 
the last 15 years than there were in the 1960s. But 
strangely enough, buying a bargain bucket of cheap 
chrome from a parts fair and throwing it from the 
other side of a muddy field in a vain hope that it’ll 
stick to your magnetic Vespa PX and automatically 
look stunning is a big ask. 





However if you want some tips on creating a 
masterpiece look carefully at the photos of this 
Lambretta and see how a scooter should be dressed 
to impress. This is Chanel customising, as opposed to 
Primark. This is a scooter that wears all the right 
labels and can strut its stuff with the best of them. 
The full parts list is in the spec sheet so I won’t bore 
you with the details but if you're an aficionadoyou’ll 
know that items like these often don't come cheap 
these days and many are increasingly hard to find. 

Sourcingthem is only half the battlethough; 
restoring 1960s accessories is also a tricky and 
expensive job in itself. It’s not all about the money 
though; it’sabout buildingan individual scooter in a 
tasteful way; about steering clear of excessive 
accessorising and instead lavishing it in items that

work seamlessly with the model in question. 

Forget all the extras for a few minutes though, the 
scooter itself is a fantastic looking machine in its own 
right. Subtly restored to better than original 
condition, Lee’s much sought-after TV 175 is a great 
example of this rare and beautiful Lambretta. The 
shape of the Series 2 lends itself perfectly to this type 
of customising, provided it’s done properly of course. 

Thankfully Lee knew who to call if he wanted it to be 
top notch. The scooter was sent up to Dez and Nathan 
at Disco Dez’s world-renowned scooter workshop 
where the dazzling duo breathed their magic on the 
scooter to bring it carefully back to life. They hand- 
build scooters to perfection and as a restoration 
business they take some beating in the UK. 

Lee also carried out some of the work himself; with 
the help of his late grandad they fitted some of the 
embellishments, which is a precise and time- 
consuming art in itself. Thankfully, the hard work 
paid off and not long after grandad sadly passed away 
Lee picked up his first well-deserved trophy in 
Brighton. I’m sure the memories of spending 
precioustime in the shed with theold man are just as 
sublime as the scooter itself.

Before we knew it, we'd pulled into Morecambe and as you'd 
expect, it was cold and grey! The hub for the VFM organised rally 
was The Platform and we'd arrived just as it started to busy up. 
Soon the area was swamped with scooters, with plenty of quality 
on show to admire. I was busy catching up with mates after the 


winter hiatus, however I got the impression that a lot of people 
were day tripping... In fact, I was left wondering whether there'd 
be anyone left for the night time do. 

Anyway, I bumped into the editor and he filled me in on Friday 
night's antics in the Ranch Bar. Apparently the place was packed 
out with people getting back into the swing of things after the 
obligatory winter hibernation. Interestingly, a couple of miles up 
the road in Heysham, PM Tuning was holdingan open day with 
dyno runs to raise money for the local air ambulance charity, for 
those who wanted to test the mettle of their steed! 

Fast forward to late afternoon, Lydia and I had met up with 
fellow YGSC members Matt and his girlfriend Amy. We headed into 
town, and in a rather cliched scooterist manner started to sample 
some of Morecambe's drinking establishments. However, we 
didn't really knowwhatto expect later on; had anyone actually 
decided to stay the night? Or had Morecambe's poor reputation 
frightened them off? 
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As the evening drew on, we were slowly working our way toward 
the do. We eventually dived into The Platform, and I think it was 
safetosay our low expectations were unfounded! I honestly think 
the lack of buzz around the rally had worked massively in its 
favour. ‘Alternative’ band The Topcats, with their rock ’n’ roll style 
were not the type to attract the ‘fringe’ elements of the scene in 
the same way ‘yet another’ generic covers band would. 

This made for a more hardcore scooterist crowd in the venue, 
meaning the VFM had far more musical freedom, and they 
managed to offer someth i ng for everyone, without too many old 
cliche sounds. The disused railway station madefor a quirky venue 
with heaps of atmosphere, and it was bouncing all night! 

So all in all, what a great way to kick start 201 5’s rallies- roll on 
Scarborough! And maybe people shouldn’t be quite so hasty in 
future to write off Morecambe either. ..

They say that one man’s loss is another man’s gain; well this year it was 
the long-awaited turn of the traders at the VMSC show benefit from a 
rather unhappy downturn in the weather. 


F or most of recent memory, Coventry’s annual scooter 
classic seemed blessed by unfathomably favourable 
scooter riding conditions, so when the enormous 
Midland Scooters ride-out from Birmingham pulled 
up in the car park, many people were content simply 
to sit outside and soak up both atmosphere and rays without ever 
enteringthe show or dealer market. 

This year we were treated to more powerful showers than an 
open day at the Triton factory. As a result many of those who 
planned to come didn’t bother, and many others brought the car. 
The boon for the organisers was that nobody wanted to stand 
around getting soaked so they paid to get in. For the traders it 
meant people were happier to buy larger items because it was 
easier to transport them. 


The show itself seemed a little down on numbers of entered 
scooters but the standard and range of machinery was as high 
as ever. 

Vintage scooters ranged from iron curtain oddballs like the IWL 
Berlin to jewel-like Moto Rumisand an ABC Skootamota from the 
dawn of scooteringtime. It was also an opportunity to see a Vespa 
50N with pedals and a trio of race replica open-frame Lambrettas. 
Restoration standard ranged from the sublime- including a 
gorgeous Lambretta C- through to Marshman John’s rust 
sculpture of a Phoenix, presumably after too many Phoenix 
Nights. That’s one bird whose resurrection seems unlikely. 

For the custom crew there were numerous delicious customs 
from retro Vreeble AF S-types through to the hyper-modern Ken 
Block inspired GP. There was also a chance to inspect the evolving 
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details of customs like Trafalgar and Ceremony that even the pages 
of Scootering cannot do justice to. 

Around thetradeend of the hall, deal of the day, and still unsold 
at close of play, was a nicely painted black 1970 VBB - 
presumably of Indian origin -that Dorn from the LCGB stand 
wanted £800 for minus an engine. If you look at the price of a 
paintjob these days then that’s not a lot for a classic scooter with 
free road tax. 

It was good to seethe Vespa Club of Great Britain really 
promoting the brand with vigour. Since the rejuvenation of the 
club with an influxof younger committee staff the membership 
figures have blossomed and the merchandise on the stall 
reflected that. 

Occu py i ng front of stage at th is year’s event - q u ite I itera I ly - 
was the Series 2 which is being raffled off for Abbie’s Hideaway; a 
local charity which offers holidays to families with children 
suffering from cancer. This Lambretta is due to be given away in 
June after their anniversary bash in May.

RALLY BRSA#1 

EASTER, 2015 

Brighton may be thought of as the spiritual home of the original Mods, but 
for scooterists there’s a town in the north east of Yorkshire that is much 
more historically important - from a scooter rally point of view at least. 


S carborough is a place where many attended their 
first scooter run after the 1979 Quadrophenia 
revival, and where many of them found a place in the 
cells after the exuberance of youth landed them in a 
bit of bother. 

In fact, so many young Mods and fledgling scooter boys were 
arrested in 1980 that the police ran out of handcuffs and legend 
has it that a well-known local scooterist’s police dog handler dad 
used plastic tie-wraps as make do handcuffs for the very first time; a 
practice that is now used in large scale disruptive situations around 
the world. It seems the British scooter scene is actually responsible 
for a lot more than we give it credit for. . . 

Thankfully, the fight has gone out of most of us now; fisticuffs and 
plasticuffs aren’t such an important part of a rally. Asa result, not 
only do formerly hostile towns allow us to have rallies there, but they 
welcome us (and the scooterist pound) with open tills. 


I was too young to be in Scarborough in 1980, but eight years later 
I rode my brand new red Vespa T5 to a rally there for the very first 
time. Who'd have thought that 27 years (long enough for Nelson 
Mandela to do a prison stint) and numerous Scarborough rallies later 
I’d still be doing it and feeling as excited as ever on Good Friday? 

For this Bank Holiday, God decided to replace lovely sunshine 
with wet, miserable and cold weather for my 120-mile dash to the 
seaside. Our posse of well-moistened fellow club members and 
various waifs and strays made good time with nothing more than a 
minor grass tracking incident for my other half to worry about as we 
made our way via the foggy and not so scenic route to the seaside. 

Arriving in good time, we found that the wide pavement around 
the centrally located Grand Hotel was already overflowing with 
scooters. The evening turned into a late one around town before we 
headed down to the Spa for the last hour of VFM’s evening do for a 
late drink and a catch up with friends.

Saturday was thankfully much brighter, although the previous 
day’s fog had settled in my poorly thumping head, but I was up and 
at ’em for an early tri p to the custom show before the hordes of ral ly 
goers and daytrippers turned the access road and promenade into a 
no-go zone later in the day. Looking around theshowthe DTC boys 
put on a fantastic display of classic street racer Lammies, which was 
good to see. 

The latest Insane Innovations creation was also hard to miss; 
it’s a huge, long and wide Series 2 Lambretta with GTS 250 
engine, hydraulic rear end and more tricks up its well-engineered 
sleeves than we can list here. 

On my return later in the afternoon the trophies were handed out 
with ‘ Best Ridden’ getti ng the biggest cheers; it went to a scooter 
that has been around forever and still looks as good now as it did 
back i n the day, a scooter that is as i mportant to the history of the 
scene as the town itself -Sign of the Snake. 







Later on we trawled the pubs and visited the happy hour bars of 
various Victorian masterpieces like The Grand andTheOyal Hotel, 
although I thinkthe ‘R’ may have dropped off the name plaque of 
that one. The impressive entrance soon gives way to squalor though 
so don’t befooled, the further up you go the scabbier it gets and our 
friends' room was in a fourth floor squat- we quickly made our 
excuses and left. 

As usual a good laugh was had around town before once again 
headingdown to theSpa where King Hammond and his amazing 
shiny shoes were entertaining the crowds. Whoever said there’s no 
young people around the scene only had to check out the main room 
as a large group of early 20s scooterists partied the night away and 
loved every minute of it, although I’m not sure why one youngster 
was holdingthe sacrificial top-half of a naked mannequin aloft for 
most of the evening, gazing at it in wonder like it was Christ reborn. 

Either way, a great night, whether you believe in the resurrection 
or not. Thankfully, I was reborn overnight and felt excited for the 


warm and dry ride home, although our departure was slightly 
delayed, as we had to dismantle the front end of a Lambretta after 
one of our travelling party (who shall remain nameless) locked two 
scooters together and brought the wrong key to the rally. 

It took less than a minute to remove Jo Gilmore’s front wheel to 
unthread her lock, so be careful how you lock your scooter up. It 
also took the same amount of time to angle grind the ‘Armoured’ 
cable lock off the second scooter after it was recovered home. 

The ride was a fast and pleasant one, or it was unti I my rear 
shock unwound itself and ground the exhaust on a roundabout. 
Then 30 miles from home my clutch decided to combust so I 
limped itthe rest of the way, almost havingto push up hills, as I 
got closer to the finish line. All in all a great start to the 20 15 
national rallies, let’s all get out and cover some scooter! ng miles 
this summer...

A s oddities go, both the owner and his 
latest scooter ‘Misfit’ couldn’t have 
been given a better name. They’re not 
conventional in any sense of the word. 
Aside from having a large scooter 
family and a collection of oddball scooters Roger also 
has a large family of his own and whenever possible 
he likes to be able to include some of them on his 
scooter jaunts, so madcap sidecars are his passion. 

For instance there’s his Gilera Nexus 500, 
complete with two-seater fairground dodgem 
sidecar. Then there’s his current project, a lowrider 
sidecar contraption/death trap, plus, of course this 
weird specimen. 

Building pyramids 

Roger is well known for taking his time to complete 
(or not as the case may be) a project, this one took the 
best part of 14 years to get to this stage, but if you’re 
into sidecars you’re used to things taking time.

Just as well really, because 
otherwise he might have problems with his 
neighbours when 20 scooterists turn up on a 
Saturday afternoon fora beer or two -followed by an 
impromptu human scooter riding pyramid. 

People carrier 

Misfit came about as a project born from necessity, 
other than a carthis wastheonly way hecould 
transport four people and their luggage around in 
some kind of comfort. The machine started out in life 
as an old complete Mark 1 Vespa P200 and the 
smashed up remains of fellow Dirty Mills associate, 
Nakka’s Fosters themed custom scooter. 

Rogertookthe pile of scrap and a P200 down to his 
brother, Dicky to try and mate the two machines 
together. Luckily Dicky’s a welder rather than another 
builder. The hardest part for him apparently was 
actually gettingthe dual toolboxes lined up thanks to 
their curves, but they’re an important part of the 
design from a practical point of view- not only do 
they help to strengthen the front end, but they also 
provide extra storage space, as does the rear part of 
the frame where the tank would ordinarily sit, and the 
extra space between the two rear frame sections. 

The original idea was to use two PX headsets side 
by side so the front passenger could hold on to a set of 
handlebars, but unfortunately there wasn’t enough 
space so a simple grab handle was used instead. Not 
quite as eye catching (or alarming if you see it coming

somewhere to grab on to! 

Once the frame and chassis beneath the scooter 
were sorted they were sent off to another club 
member to be prepped for paint. Andy Smith did a 
great job of blending the two halves, but the first local 
sprayer apparently “painted it with a stick,” so it had 
to be resprayed. 

Originally the scooter was going to have a Herbie 
theme, but the remake of thefilm came out at the 
same time, so Plan Bwas for it to be called The 
Inbetweeners' until thefilm of the same name came 
out, in fact the sequel was out before this scooter 
eventually hit the road. Option three was a last 
minute decision last August so it was christened 
‘Misfit' which to be honest is quite apt. 

Big job 

Roger and the Dirty Mills are road-going scooterists 
and this scooter wasn’t built as a showpiece; neither 
was it designed to stay within the confines of 
Yorkshire. The Dirty Mills celebrated their 30th 
anniversary in 2014 and are still as keen to travel to 
the national rallies and also into Europe whenever 
possible, so Misfit will be well ridden. 

In fact if you were at last year’s Isle of Wight rally 
you’ll have no doubt seen the scooter giving regular 
rides around the speedway track. Having a twin front 
ended scooter looks quite bizarre and while it may be 
a bitrough around the edges, it does actually work, 
although Roger said: “It’s a right job to get an engine 
bolt in, or change a wheel.” 

Like many scooters, it's never actually finished and 
Roger also has some other plans for it. “I’m going to fit 
a roof next,” he reckons. And if there’s one thing you 
can be sure of, heain’t joking, so watch thisspace...

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CASA SS 225 KIT 



If you are into high-performance classic scooters then this is a great 
time to be alive. There are so many tuning conversions, parts and 
even full replacement engines being produced that I expect 
Tesco will soon start stocking them. 
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YOU ARE THE WEAKEST 
LINK... GOODBYE 

Perhaps more pertinent is that many of the 
‘weak links’ that held backthe reliability of 
highly tuned scooters- particularly 
Lambrettas- have now been dealt with. 
Clutches and crankshafts were always the 
most fragile parts, prone to twisting, 
breaking, warping or slipping. Nowadays 
every tuning shop stocks parts that solve 
those problems. Indeed, many of the larger 
businesses build their own. 

For those whose interest is purely 
Innocenti-based scooters, then the choice 
of performance kit has just become even 
broader with the release of the Casa 
Lambretta SS 200 (125/150/175 casings) 
and SS 225 (200 casings). 

So what is involved and how does 
it compare? 

DUKES OF ESSEX 

As I orbit the roundabout and peal off at a 
tangent the front wheel of John Balcomb’s 
yellow GP goes light as I wind on the 
throttle. I'm in second gear. This is most 
certainly more punch than you’d expect 
from a TS 1 ; even a good one. 

John’s motor is based around a Casa SS 
225 kit in ‘Lydden Hill Replica’ 
specification - which means that the ports 
have been hand-adjusted by Italian tuner 
Barone. The only changes from that spec 
are a 60mm crank (because that’s what 
John’s engine had in it) and a packer 
added below the reed valve to reduce the 
obstruction to the boost ports. There’s 
nothing exotic about the ignition (Indian 
with an Agusto retarder box), exhaust 
(Franspeed Race TSl) or carburettor 
(Dellorto 30mm PHBH) either. Despite 
the relatively modest choice of 
components the scooter makes 28hp on 
JB Tuning’s dyno. 


Two-stroke tuners are a funny bunch and 
it’s rare to ever hear them compliment 
another’s work, however John reluctantly 
admits that Barone has done a good job 
with the SS kits and explains that it would 
take a fair bit of work to make a TSl 
perform that well. 

It has to be said that this engine laps up 
revs likea puppy laps upspilled milk. 

Useful power arrives with a kick at around 
GOOOrpm. Peak power is at 8500rpm and it 
happily revs to 9000. 

In my book that delivery puts it firmly in 
the camp of street racing rather than 
touring; with the natural competitor to the 
SS kits being AF Rayspeed’s RB range. Like 
the RB kits, this is not an engine that you 
should over-gear. Instead it is better to gear 
it low and let it scream around at the revs 


the cylinder wants to run at. That said, you 
need to make sure all the other bits of the 
engine can stand the strain. 

As with most kits you can easily tailor the 
power delivery by fitting different exhaust 
systems, and to some extent by adjusting 
the height of the cylinder with different 
packers and gaskets. 

J B’s demonstrator was fitted with an 
LI 150 gearbox and 16x46 sprockets for a 
final drive ratio of 4.9, which equates 
roughly to lOmph per lOOOrpm. On this 
gearing it would comfortably pull the gap 
between third and fourth gear, allowing the 
scooter to get upto80mph very rapidly. 

With only three miles clocked on afresh 
barrel it would have been expecting too 
much to ask it to hold that speed for long, 
but certainly there was a little more on tap.

I've also ridden RLC’s SS 225 demonstrator 
fitted with an SS 225 kit, 58mm stroke 
crank, Franspeed Race exhaust and a larger 
34mm carb. Thankfully this one had a few 
more miles on it than JB's version so I was 
abletogive it a little more hammer. 

That scooter exhibited the same rush of 
performance from GOOOrpm to 9000rpm 
but was running on even lower overall 
gearing (5.6:1 final drive ratio) making it 
top outatSlmph by my GPS. 

This scooter is a Lucky Bag of laughs to 
ride; fast but not uncontrollable if you 
possess a moderate amount of riding skill. 

Engine builder Mickey Carlin i said that 
on RLC’s dyno the bolt-on kit produced 
28hp which is broadly in line with 
expectation considering the use of an off- 
the-shelf road exhaust. RLC has also been 
experimenting with the small-block 
SS200 engine and has obtained around 
21hp with a similar exhaust and 30mm 
carb. Again, this puts the Casa SS kit 
firmly in the competition with the RB20 
kit or a well set-up Imola kit. 


How it compares with Tino Sacchi’s new 
Super Imola (smallblock version of the 
Super Monza) is a test for another time. 

VERDICT 

This kit clearly has as much performance 
potential as a herd of Usain Bolts, but at 
this early stage of development I’d put it in 
thefastand furious fun camp, alongwith 
theAF RB kits. If your style of riding is a 
local weekend thrash with your mates then 
this could be just the ticket. TheSS 225 
provides a relatively easy shortcut to 
horsepower in the high-20s without 
breaking a sweat, and provides a solid 
springboard for further tuning. 

The kit certainly appears to be well 
designed and nicely made. Priced at £580 
(from JB Tuning) for Barone’s hand-ported 
225 ‘Lydden Hill Replica’ version it seems 
decent value consideringthe inclusion of a 
billet CNC head. The SS 200 is currently 
priced at £535. 

What the SS 225 kit has yet to 
demonstrate is any capacity for long 
distance mile munchingthat some of 



the lower powered and lower revving kits 
have already proven. It could be that the SS 
kit is perfectly capable of motorway work 
with relatively few adjustments, but we are 
too soon in the development process to 
know for certain. The best recipes aren’t 
invented overnight. Certainly, those for 
touring with a TSl have been 30 years in 
the making. 

Sticky

The Casa SS 225 and SS 200 cylinders are 
both cast in alloy with a Nikasil-style 
lining. Like the RB225 barrels and new 
Gran Turismo GT200 kits the SS features 
‘Boyesen’ feeder ports which 
circumnavigate the upper cylinder studs 
and feed from the six-petal reed valve 
direct to the transfer ports. 

Port timings for the 225 are in the region 
of 127-1 29 transfer and 188-190 exhaust 
depending on base gasket heights etc. 

The centre-bridged ‘butterfly’ exhaust 
port design has already proved itself 
reliable for a Lambretta air-cooled kit as it 
is used in Ron Moss’ Avanti TT3 kit. 

There are three inlet manifold options. 
The 30mm and 35mm versions use flange- 
type rubber fittings to maximise clearance 
between the carb mouth and panel. There 
is also a 38mm race option which uses a 
conventional tubular rubber connector, but 
this cannot be used in conjunction with a 
standard Lambretta toolbox.

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.* DEVELOPMENT OF THE CASA SS KITS 



These kits were initially a three-party 
project, with the porting layout by Italian 
tuner Roberto Barone, construction by 
Parmakit and retail via Vittorio Tessera’s 
Casa Lambretta concern. 

When first presented in the Casa 
catalogue, these cylinder kits were labelled 
X6 and X7 respectively, but those were 
simply the part numbers in the Performance 
section. Subsequently they have been 
named SS; which is short for Super Sport; a 
favourite Italian moniker for anything 
vaguely racy. 

The kits were used in anger in the Italian 
VPI race series throughout the 2014 season, 
with rider Mattia Pacini achieving an overall 
class victory on a special 1 86cc version of 
the SS200 kit built to comply with the class 
rules. The team also thoroughly announced 


their arrival in Britain at Lydden Hill BSSO 
meeting in July 201 2 where Mattia Pacini won 
several hard-fought races. 

Since that time several Casa Lambretta 
distributors have provided input to the final 
versions of the retail kit: RLC was involved in 
design of the inlet manifolds and JB Tuning 
has suggested revisions to the cylinder head 
to improve reliability for road use. 

There are also several Italian companies 
involved in making specific exhaust systems 
to suit the SS kits, including a Clubman-type 
touring exhaust. 

For the 2015 season, Rimini Lambretta 
Centre is building two SS-kitted scooters for 
the Casa Lambretta team to use in the 
European Scooter Challenge series taking 
place in France, Germany, Austria and the 
Czech Republic (www.eurochallenge.de).

The build continues; it’s me that has to get my hands dirty now though and 
I wasn’t looking forward to installing the wiring loom or cables as I’d heard 
so many horror stories surrounding early model Vespa frames. 


The Tube(s) 

Not really beingfamiliarwith working on 
models priorto second series (square tail) 
Sportiques I was a little surprised to find the 
cable routing tubes were still fitted to the 
152L2’s. Checking a round tail Sportique I 
found those too had the tubes fitted, so they 
must have been omitted when the change 
over occurred. 

The tubes are for the rear brake cable 
(more later), gear cables and clutch. Those 
for the gears are a little wider in orderto 


accommodate the two cables together and 
run uptojust behind the cut out for the horn. 

These can be troublesome as many 
scooters seemed to be laid up when 
replacement outer cables couldn’t be 
threaded through the tubes after the ingress 
of water and road grime had rendered them 
extremely difficult to remove. 

In the past I’ve used a length of strong 
fencing wire to poke and prod the 
obstruction outof the way before flushing 
through with a degreaser and spray grease. 


The tube for the clutch cable is a very 
short one, simply exiting the frame. The 
brake cable though is a completely different 
arrangement with a long, small-diameter 
tube runningfrom around the engine- 
mounting right up to the opposite exit point 
near the brake lever itself, necessitating a 
very short outer cable between the frame 
and engine mounted adjuster block. 

Now, considering I need to fit a rear brake 
light, switch and loom this might cause a bit 
of packaging-related stress.

Braking news 

Speakingtoa numberof people I’ve learned 
there are a couple of options for incorporating 
a brake light onto similar machines (40sand 
50s Lambrettas and Vespas, and also 
imported 50cc models up to the 70s as they 
weren’t mandatory for some moped classed 
scooters in certain countries). 

Here, the obvious conversion would be to 
drill three holes and fit a brake pedal 
operated switch I ike those fitted toGS and 
Rally Vespas. Not wanting to add something 
visually incorrect, I elected when ordering 
my loom from Beedspeed not to have this 
(easy) option included when they made my 
loom up. The other option is to have a switch 
mounted on the engine near the brake lever 
being opened by a spring or chain. 

The simplest version of this, I was informed 
by Dez Askill, who’s undertaken many such 
upgrades in the past, is to fit a T5 front brake 
switch intothe rear brake line and run a 
power wire down from either the loom or more 
directly from the junction box on the engine. 
GenuineT5 switchesare becomingthin on 
the ground but I was lucky enough to obtain a 
good used item from Barry Turner at the 
Scooter Warehouse on the Wirral . 

Wonders of wiring 

Takingthe rear light off, the internals were 
found to be very simple and will 
accommodate a Lambretta twin festoon rear 
light unit cut down to fit inside the Vespa 
housing, converting it to twin bulb operation. 
Threadingthe loom through theframe 



wasn’t as simple as I’d hoped. Feedinga 
clutch inner through from the horn cut-out I 
was immediately aware of a couple of 
strengthening baffles to be negotiated, then 
the brake lever pivot running through the 
cavity at its thinnest point. 

With the loom taped to the cable I started 
gently to draw the loom towards the 
headstock, only to get caught up on a 
hidden obstruction. Skinned knuckles, 
expletive-soured air and delving deep into 
the frame arch revealed a large neatly tied 
knot of household earth cable lodged near 
the brake pivot! With that removed the loom 
slid the rest of the way through theframe. 

Locks & trim 

Interestingly, with the forks out I was able to 
have a rummage around the frame and found 
that although no provision is made for a 
steering lock other than a slight hump in the 
steel to accommodate one, the strengthening 
bracket inside the frame for the lock to butt 
up against is welded in the correct position. 

This should allow an easy installation if 
an owner of similar scooters should wish. 

Access to the pressed metal horncast 
shield mountingtangs isonly possiblewith 
the forks removed so I took the opportunity 
to fit it. If you’re lookingto buy one of these 
scooters and the badge is missingyou’ll be 
looking at an expensive outlay to obtain an 
original item. 

Luckily, the speedo situation is becoming 
a little easier as white faced ones are being 
remade. I’m told the Douglas models should 



have a black faced speedometer; European 
imported ones wore white and are distinct to 
this model, although looking similarto 
Clubman items, as they have a very subtle 
taper to the sides of the housing. 

I say luckily as I managed to allow the 
frame to fall off its stand onto the headset 
and fragi le speedo glass stored below. 

While on the subject of rare, I needed a 
set of handlebar grips; obviously Douglas 
embossed ones rather than Piaggio 
stamped ones. These are particularly hard 
to obtain in Vespisti circles, and if that 
wasn’t bad enough I want patinated grips so 
as not to be too obvious when compared to 
the condition of the rest of the scooter. 

However this actually played into my hands 
as it allowed me to scrounge a pair that most 
refinishers of pristine scooters would turn 
their noses up at, although I had to buy two 
more headsets i n order to get them . 

Next time 

With the engine now refitted, cables and 
loom connected and supporting itself on 
two wheels the scooter will betaken to Harry 
Barlow forthecarburetion and timing to be 
set and fettled. 

Hopefully by the time you read this 
instalment any teething troubles will have 
been ironed out and, fingers crossed I will 
have MoT’d the machine and been putting 
miles onto it in anticipation of it attending 
the Surrey Vintage Vespa Club’s London to 
Brighton ride in May.

ESSENTIALS 

YOU MUST REMEMBER TO PACK 

The scooter rally season has begun, your classic Italian shopping bike is all 
serviced, full of petrol and fresh oil and ready to go, and you’ve even 
remember to pack a spare pair of underpants ! But what must you not 
forget to take with you on your adventures this year? Here's our list of 
essentials to help you enjoy the ride . . . Andy 




Directions 

Okay so most of us know that Scarborough 
is on the North Yorkshire coast and Weston- 
super-Mare is in the south west just below 
Bristol, but do you know how to get there? In 
the old days a Little Chef map could be 
procured at numerous locations around the 
country to at least point you vaguely in the 
correct direction, but times have changed. 

Many today rely on a sat nav but what 
happens if you lose power or suffer a 
technical malfunction? Our advice isget a 
proper old school map, plan your route in 
advance and if need be either tape some 
basic instructions to your handlebars or 
carry the map somewhere that’s easy to 
reference while you’re riding. 


Spare wheel/puncture kit 

It may sound simple, but it’s the basics 
that you sometimes forget. And it’s not 
just always remembering to carry a spare 
wheel, but makingsure it’s useable too. 
How many of you use a ‘slightly bald’ 
spare tyre, only to discover when the time 
comesthatthere’s only about 50 miles of 
tread left on it? And how many of you 
check the pressure of the spare wheel 
that’s been fitted for the last six months 
but not been used? 

For those with tubeless tyres, remember 
to pack a puncture repair kit with enough 



Cables 

A common problem and easily fixed, 
yet if you don’t have a spare cable 
you’re immediately plunged into the 
world of ‘bodge’ or ‘pushing’ to get 
yourself home. 

If you’re really stuck for space then 
clutch could be used as a front brake 
cable most of the time, and depending 
on nipples gear and throttle could be 
used as either. That said, if you can 
carry a full set, then why not? 

Always carry a little pot with nipples, 
cable ends etc. too, as these always go 
AWOL when you least need them to do 
so, and the right spanners to tighten 
them up. 



Extra gloves 

There is no worse feeling in the world than having to put 
your hands into a pair of cold, wet and smelly 
motorcycle gloves. It’s a fact. Even the Japanese 
endurance shows of the 80s deemed such a task too 
distressing for their contestants! 

That’s why I carry -and preach about -spare gloves. 

You can only wear one pair at a time so while the 
initial outlay may be more than you’d planned, they’ll 
last just as long. Remember to pack them in a 
waterproof bag of sorts (double bagging with carriers 
will do), then revel in the warmth and dryness of them 
the next time you’re facing a long ride home on the 
Sunday morning, with your first pair still sopping wet 
from the ride there on Friday night. Lovely. 
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Cable ties 

These rather insignificant looking plastic 
strips come in all shapes and sizes, and 
can prove essential in certain situations. 

At the very least, they’re dead handy at 
keepingyour wiringand cables neatand 
tidy. When it comes to roadside 
emergencies then these include securing 
the clutch arm for one-person cable 
change. But the real skill of cable ties is 
their ability to secure various parts when 
original fixings have broken. 

Depending on size, length and number of 
ties available they can be used to hold on a 
broken exhaust tail can or keep a snapped 
centrestand up (both tried and tested 
personally!). Panel lug snapped on your 
Vespa (yes, that’s happened to me too)? A 
cabletiecan help. I’ve even seen them hold 
a snapped rack together. 

Yes sure you have luggage straps too, but 
aren’t they already securing your bag to your 
bike? A handful of cable ties take up very 
little space and don’t cost a lot either, so are 
well worth packing. 



Bulbs 

It’s a well known fact that lightbulbsonly 
blow around dusk when you’ve got at least 
another two hours of riding to do. That’s 
the first reason to make sure that you’ve 
got some spare light bulbs with you as 
they are easy to replace at the side of the 
road (well, on a classic scooter at least), 
and a good headlight is essential for 
seeing your way home. 

At the back, having a brake light is 
also a vital piece of kit when it comes to 
lettingthe numpty in a car behind you 
know that you’re stopping. And if the 
weather is bad, a good tail-light helps 
warn other motorists that you are ahead. 

In short, bulbs are not big, but they 
are clever. 



Spark plug and spanner Phone and Power Bank 





In the olden days of IDs and 42L2s, 
scooterists suffered from their spark 
plugs ‘whiskering’. These days spark 
plugs can get equally fouled, and 
generally the cause is either the incorrect 
grade/temperature of plug, or wrong fuel 
mixture. Either way, a quick solution if 
your scooter refuses to start, or stops 
running properly is to change the old plug 
fora new one, a simple fix that can have 
you back on your way within minutes. But 
only if you are carrying a spare spark plug. 
And aspannerto remove the old one. 

Waterproofs 

At first I thought I really shouldn’t be stating 
the obvious, then I cast my mind back to 
amount of times I’ve come across fellow 
scooterists, miles from home, in nothing 
but jeans and a lightjacket-inthe 
pouring rain. One was even in Europe 
on thewaytoa rally in Holland! 

Another fact of life is that the 
probability of rain increases when 
there is a scooter rally taking 
place, and with an events 
calendarso full these days I’m 
surprised Noah hasn’t started 
stockpilingwood and animal feed again. 

If the thought of splash ingout on some 
purpose-made riding wear that features 
warmth, protection and waterproof ness 
doesn’t appeal to you, then there is always 
the army surplus shop for some secondhand 
oilskins, or even our preferred favourite of 
Nano pocket-sized over trousers and jacket 
that take up little space but do the job of 
keeping you dry when the heavens open. 


These days most people have breakdown 
recovery, either purchased from one of the 
well know specialist companies, or free with 
your insurance (check the smallprint of the 
latter though, to make sure it does actually 
cover you and your scooter on each 
particular journey!). 

What differs from 30 years ago is that 
today, rather than walk or push your scooter 
miles to the nearest public telephone box, 
you can call them from where you ground to 
a halt with your mobile phone-butonly if it 
has a charge. I was given a free Power Bank 
charging device when I entered theTre Mari 
last year, but they can be purchased from as 
little as £8-£10 and could prove very useful 
indeed if you’ve spent the whole weekend 
using up your telephone’s battery. 


Security 
chain 

Trust no one. That’s my philosophy. 
That’s why my shed is triple locked 
and alarmed, and my scooter inside 
is also double lock and secured to a 
ground anchor. Granted it’s not always 
practical to concrete in a ground anchor 
on every scooter rally campsite, or in the 
front garden of every B&B you stay in, 
but the next best thing is to take a hefty 
lock and chain and find something else 
to secure your scooter to. Another 
scooter will define, a tall metal 
lamppost is even better. 

A good lock and chain is not light, 
and it is quite bulky, but the alternative 
doesn’t really bear thinking about. If 
you can carry a bike cover to disguise 
your pride and joy 
upon arrival too, 
then even better. 


And... don’t forget 
your toothbrush!

Despite actively scootering 
within Europe since the 
early 90s, Christian 
Schnieder from Germany 
has not yet made it across 
the Channel to a UK event. 
Nevertheless, he has kept a 
keen eye on the British 
custom scene, its trends and 
influences which has led to 
him building the scooter you 
see here. 





















H is home nation is well known for 

producing stunning street racers but 
Christian has always preferred the look 
and detailing of the machines that 
were on show over here in the early 

to mid 80s. 

Bright base paint, sign-writing, gold leaf, pike 
nuts and cable wrap -you know the genre -classics 
that eventually evolved into such machines as Sign of 
the Snake, Italian Stallion and of course Hewlett’s 
scooters. 

Around the year 2000 Chris built an 80s inspired 
Lambretta cutdown, and it was while accruing 
chrome for this that he came across an engraved gear 
change casting. From that point he was addicted to 
bright-work and started hunting down ‘retro’ 
engraved parts whenever they became available on 
the internet or through the ‘for sale’ ads in scootering 
publications. 

It was also at th is time that he came across a 
custom scooter called Love and Pride 2 at various 
German rallies and shows. This GP was built by Oliver 
Kluger of Scooter Centre Koln for his wife Tanja. It 
featured Pfeil Design blueeerie-dess paint and 
lashings of Pete Robinson engraving and chrome- 
very unique for a German custom scooter! 

Chris loved the look and decided if it, or any of its 
parts became available, he wanted them! Eventually 
Tanja sold the scooter on but sadly at the time Chris 
wasn’t in a position to buy. 

Anyhow after a few owners and a couple of 
resprays/rebuilds it arrived in the hands of Chris’ 
Jetsons clubmate Ivo. Meanwhile, Chris had bought 
a Series 3 Li 150 and had always planned to build 
his dream machine if he could get hold of the 
relevant parts. Of course it wasn’t as simple as

this but after quite a few offers he finally got hold of 
the parts he had been chasing after for over a decade. 

To start the transformation the frame and bodywork 
(which he paid €500 for in 2002) had all the 
unnecessary holes welded up and smoothed. It then 
had the rear runner-board struts removed. Although 
this machine started life as a LI Chris has modified 
the look with an SX horn cast and headset. 

It also has trimmed rolled edge GP panels and 
shortened rear runners. Once he was happy with the 
look it was passed over to Alexander Henkemeier of 
AHA Design for paint. 

Rather than an actual theme with murals he 
decided to keep it nice and simple, so a deep candy 
violet base-coat of VW origin was used. On top of this 
some beautiful gold-leafing was applied, for both 
detailingand the sign-writing.

Thanks: Holgi for the helping hands duringthe 
final rebuild, Jens Kruse for gold plating and 
being my soul brother when it comes to scooter 
customizing, my clubmates from the Jetsons for 
mental support and beingthe best club in the 
world and of course my wife Simone and my kids 
Lilly and Paul for their patience and support. 


Next on the ‘to do’ list was to build an era-correct 
engine. After having a set of Indian casings 
polished he once again scoured the internet and 
called in favours from friends for the internals. 
Finally he got hold of an early MB Stage 6 Suzuki 
210 conversion, complete with four-petal Yamaha 
RD reed block. 

He contacted Mark and was advised to use a 
58mm GP crank with TV 175 1 16mm con rod. He 
also decided to stick ‘old school’ and go with a 
30mm Dellorto open carb and ’85 Mikeck pipe. 
Obviously somethings like the ignition and clutch 
were updated, but this has produced a retro 
sounding motor that Chris says is not only fairly 
potent but also nice and reliable. 

Anyhow, after a couple of years the parts started 
to come together, so along with his mate Holgi a 
final two week push took place to finish off Time 
Machine. Although Chris had been meticulous with 
his assembly doing several dry builds, certain parts 
still needed ‘fettling’ to get a perfect fit. But I must 
say all the hard work has definitely paid off. 

So after his near 15 year quest is he happy 
with his dream machine and is there anything he 
is still trying to track down? “I am more than happy 
with the results. However I am still after a couple 
of engraved items if anyone can help - a 34mm 
Amal carb, cylinder and flywheel cowls and a 
headlight rim?”

or the first time in six years the High Rollers Scooter 
Rally in Las Vegas was once again a joint venture 
between US and UK organisers, which meant a 
large turnout of scooterists attending from all 
around the world.

make all the difference. 

That doesn't mean it has to be dull though, quite 
the contrary. Add in a bitof blingwith some fancy 
Bitubo shocks, adjustable PM levers and a trick 
exhaust, and you can forget about adding chrome, or 
polishing. This PX has been carefully de-glitzed by 
doing away with all the labour intensive shiny stuff. 

For instance the legshield trim is in black (like the 
original Tbs), as are the shocks, levers, wheels, hubs 
and indicators. The only shiny thingabout Undici, as 
the scooter is known, is the neat JL exhaust and of 
course that tidy paintwork. There’s no mistaking the 
fact that this scooter has been well thought-out and 
very well executed. 

The owner, David Williams, had a slightly 
unconventional introduction into scootering; his dad 
sold a sportsbike and bought David and his brother a 
scooter each from the proceeds - nice one dad. 
Thankfully, David soon got into the swing of things 
and his interest in scooters grew into an expensive 
but rewarding passion.

That first PX came in 2001 and since then David 
has become engrossed in this addictive scene. Like 
many of us he also had a yearning to create a scooter 
that meant something to him, so he decided to treat 
himself as his 30th birthday approached -the basis 
for Undici was born. 

PX 125s aren't particularly quick and you can’t 
realistically have a credible street racer if it’s 
painfully slow, so the standard 125 engine was given 
a new lease of life by having a race crank, Malossi 
166 top end, banded Cosa clutch and a big carb 
fitted. Accordingto David there’s still more tuning 
work to come though. 

The exhaust choice meant a little bit of frame 
modification was required, the curly JL pipe looks trick 
but means the battery tray and spare wheel holder 
needed grinding off. The exhaust also sits very close to 
the electrics so David opted to hide them under the 
tank; this meant there wasn’t space for the oil tank, so 
that was removed as well. To be honest it’s a better idea 
to premix a tuned engine anyway-just as well really... 

Whilethegrinderand filler were out the rear bumper 
was ditched and the holes filled and smoothed to leave 
a clean look ready for the paint. Other minor aesthetic 
modifications include fitting a seamless T5 front 
mudguard and sleek T5 horncasting.

The PX forks needed modifying slightly to 
accommodate the new mudguard but it’s worth the 
hassle for a clean looking front end and it’s a sure-fire 
way to get rid of those troublesome ‘rusting seam’ 
problems we’ve all suffered with for decades on the 
standard mudguard. Why Piaggio went back to that 
flawed design after the T5 I’ll never know. 

Talking of the Italian parent company, David used 
Piaggio as the basic theme for the understated but 
eye-catching race paintwork. Matty at Messi Art did 
the business in that department and it’s striking, 
nicely finished and the combination of colours work 
very well together. The owner’s son, James’ initials 
‘JDW’ are airbrushed inside the number 11 if you 
look closely and by the way, this is where ‘Undici’ 
comes from. 

As street racers go Undici looks the business. So 
far it’s cost around £4000 to build, but if you’ve got 
an urge to create something special and it turns out 
as well as this Vespa it’s money well spent.

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INTO THE SUNSET 


It was 1985, 1 was 
18 and the proud 
owner of a lovely 
red Vespa Rally 200 
Electronic, but did 
not yet have a full 
licence. What I 
needed was a 
sidecar -the 
answer to all my 
problems ! 



I ’d been nicked at Morecambe a few 
weeks before for not displaying ‘L’ 
plates (!) and was not keen to follow 
this degenerate behaviour. At that 
time, you could legally ride a bike 
over 1 25cc with a sidecar attached on ‘ L’ 
plates, and as luck would have it, a red 
Squire sidecar was up for sale. 

Driving a sidecar is different to riding a 
solo scooter, as anyone who has done so will 
testify, and thus my forays into the world of 
all things scooter combo weren’t without 
mishap. It was dangerous, or rather I was 
dangerous, and I liked it! 

There was a ‘do’ in Marlborough, and I 
had been offered a lift in my mate Bob’s car. 
However I passed this up in favour of taking 
my ‘red three wheeled fanny magnet’ - the 
Vespa Rally and Squire sidecar. 

The A338/A346 between Salisbury and 
Marlborough in Wiltshire is about 30 miles 
and one of those main roads best avoided. 
The journey to the ‘do’ was a bit precarious 
as I was still getting accustomed to my new 
form of transport, but uneventful and I 
arrived unscathed. After a couple of hours 
of soft drinks, it was time for a tactical 
retreat. I bid my farewell to all and sundry 
and departed for home. 

About 20 minutes into the ever- 
increasingly cold journey I came to the 
village of Col lingbourne Duels. It was 
approaching midnight and as I drove 
through the village, a lorry with full 
headlights on was coming in the opposite 
direction. He didn’t dip his lights, dazzling 
my vision resulting in temporary blindness, 
leadingto meguessingthe layout of the 
road and steering in the wrong direction. I 
hit something and was thrown over the 
handlebars into the abyss, somersaulting 
through the air.
